WAR SUMMARY 


(By the Associated Press) 


French and German troops have b««n enffeged in 


heavy fighting on both sides of the Meuse in the'Verdun 
, sector. West of the river the French have gained the en- 
emy positions on a front of about 1,400 yards to a depth of 
800 yards, while east of the river the Germans were unsuc- 
cessful in strong attacks on a six mile front. • 
; 


Sunday the Germans sent .heavy forces against the 


French positions at Samogneux, north of the Bois de Caur- 
ieres and near Bezonvaux. They entered the French line 
at various points. Violent French artillery inflicted heavy 
casualties on the attackers and they were unable to hold on 
to the trenches they had gained. The front east of the 
Meuse has been the scene of much violent artillery fire dur- 
ing'the last month. 


The French success west of the river was made at 


Malancourt, west of Dead Man hill. At the Cheppy wood, 
immediately west of Malancourt the French late Friday 
penetrated German trenches on a front of 800 metres to a 
depth of 300 metres. After destroying the positions the 
French returned with 80 prisoners and seven machine guns. 
East of Rheims, in the Champagne, German troops gained 
momentarily a footing in French positions weat of Vaudes- 
incourt, but suffered heavily, under a French counter attack 
which restored the situation. 


Saiding activity on the British front has died down 


spmewhat.and the Germans, for the moment at least, have 
given up their, strong raids on the Ypres-Arras line. The 
artillery fire here and in the Cambrai area, however, is 
intense. 
British airmen persist in their bombing raids 


against military targets and have accounted for 23 more 
German machines. 


' 
On the American sectors at Toul and LunevWe there 


has been no change in the situation. American patrol par- 
ties are still visiting the enemy lines and returning with. 
valuable information. On the Toul front the American ar- 
tillery fire has been very heavy, the gunners shelling billets, 
troops and works over an area approximately six miles wide 
and two miles deep. East of Luneville also the Srtillery 
bombardment has been heavy. 


Having occupied Odessa and Nikolayev, important 


naval and grain ports, the Germans in southern Russia con- 
tinue their a'dvance northward from the Black sea toward 
Kherson, an important commercial center and capital of 
the province of the same name. The All-Russian congress 
of Soviets has declared Moscow to be the Russian capital and 
it is said that all government and military effects have been 
removed from Petrograd. The Bolsheviki leaders, although 
they urged and obtained ratification of the German peace 
treaty, are said to have little hope that the treaty will bring 
peace and are calling upon the local Soviets to form military ~ 
organizations with which to combat the Germans should 
their invasion continue further into the heart of Russia.

The oldest memorial in Wisconsin 


today of -white man's occupation of 
this territory is an ostensorium pre- 
sented by Perrot in 1686 to the .mis- 
sion at Green Bay, it was unearthed 
many years »go by workmen dig- 
ging a foundation and was present- 
ed to the Wisconsin Historical soci- 
ety, .where it may be seen in the 
museum. 


When he .first cam« to Wisconsin 


in 1666, he was only about 21 years 
old, but he had a personality that 
soon made him a dominating in- 
luence among the many Indian tribes 
he visited.
